TOKIO May 8 7 — Of the 

1.000.000 ton* of Iron to be u*ed v ihi* 
year by the Japanese Government. 
600 000 will go for manufacture of 
arms and ammunition and the con¬ 
struction of warships. It was an¬ 
nounced today.

The Archbishop* of Canterbury and York, in 
their long state copes of gold-embroidered silk, 
with the Bishops and other high clergy In cere¬ 
monial robes, slow moving, aged, and vener¬ 
able. preceded by the choir of the Chapel 
Royal, will move In procession up the richly 
carpeted nave to the West Door. 

They will pass from view outside the door, 
into the pseudo-Oothle, specially-built annex, 
there to await the King and Queen.

A brief pause and another fanfare of trum¬

Coronation Robing 

R BCOONIZED and anointed, the King next 
will undergo the ordeal of being publicly 
robed in his special Coronation garment* 
Then will come the formal presentation to 
him of hie emblems of royalty, and finally ths 
placing on his head of the Crown. 

Rising from the Coronation Chair, historic 
wooden chair housing tha Stone of Scone. Hi* 
Majesty Is first robed by the Archbishop in the 
Cotobium Sindonis. a kmc white surplice re- 
eembling the ancient dress of the English Bish¬ 
ops. made of while cambric and laced at the 
neck. 

The Bupertunlca, a close pall of cloth of 
gold, will next be placed over him. and finally 
he will be girdled with a belt of the same 
material. 

Then the great golden spun, richly chased 
symbols of kingly chivalry, will be brought 
from the altar and handed to the Lord Cham- 


With his right hand placed on an open 
Bible, tendered to him aa ha kneels on the 
stepa of the altar, he wtH say 

“The things which I have here before prom¬ 
ised. I will perform and keep. So help me 
Ood." 

He will then reverently kiss the Bible, and 
sign the oath, which will be Inscribed on 
parchment and subsequently placed In the 
state archives. 

Again escorted by his supporters His 
Majesty will then return to his chair for a 
brief space, later leaving his chair once more 
to kneel, with the Qu^rn. at faldstools placed 
a little way In front of their chairs. 

As the King and Queen kneel the Archbishop 
will begin the hymn “Veni Creator Splrlius." 
to the scoompanlment of the choir.

Including the Queen's Ivory 
Rod and tha Dove, her 8ceptre wtth the Cross, 
and finally, cecorted by a Sergeant of Anna, 
a peer bearing the Queen's glittering crown, 
with a page bearing the peer'a own coronet. 

Immediately behind her crown. In her im¬ 
perial robes, will follow the Queen, with a 
Bishop walking on either side of her. and her 
train supported by six ladles of gentle birth 

Five gentlemen-at-arms will walk on either 
flank of Her Majesty and her supporting 
Bishops. 

Her Majesty will b* followed by her ladles 
and women of tha bedchamber, her maids of 
honor, her treasurer, her vice-chamberlain and 
her private secretary, all In ceremonial uni¬ 
form. with pages In attendance to hold their 
coronet! 

The King's Processional 

T HE crowd will then witness tha appear¬ 
ance, In heraldic dress, of tha Kings 
Champion, he who In bygone days used to 
challenge to mortal combat any person daring 
to galiuay tho King s right to be called tha 
"Lawful Liege Lord' of the Realm, but who 
today carries only the King s standard Instead 


Religious Ceremony 

T HUS the stage will be set for the beginning 
of the religious portion of the long cere¬ 
mony. 

Two Bishops vested in copea and kneeling 
at faldstools placed on the middle of the east 
side of the Coronation dais, will commence 
the Litany, the responses being chanted by 
the choir. 

The Archbishop will then begin the com¬ 
munion service with the benediction: “The 
Lord be with us. Let us pray " 

His prayer will be a plea to Ood to “Orant 
unto Thy servant. Oeorge. our King, tha spirit 
of wisdom and government, that he may to 
wisely govern his Kingdom, that In his time 
Thy church and people may continue in safety 
and prosperity." 

With ths King and Queen and the entire 
congregation standing, the Epistle wlU then 
be read by one of the Bishops, following which 
another Bishop will read the OospeL 
The clergy and choir will then sing the 
Creed, the congregation still standing. 

During this time the King, who win have 
removed his Cap of State, tha queer little cap 
of crimson silk covering his head, will have 
at his right the Bishop of Durham. Beyond 
the Bishop, on the same side, will be the nobles 
carrying the swords. On ths King's left will 
stand ths Bishop of Bath and Wells and the 
Lord Oreat Chamberlain. 

Tha two Bishopa “su p po rt i n g" tha Queen 
wlU stand on either side of Her Majesty, 


1 the Archbishop of York, has followed the 
Creed, but the sermon will be dispensed with 
on May 12 to speed up the ceremony and U> 
avoid causing the King and Queen even more 
fatigue than they will be compelled to bear. 

The Archbishop, who during the Litany, the 
Epistle and the Creed will have sat In a chair 
covered with purple velvet, on the north side 
of the altar, with the Bishops In other chairs 
east of the King's chair, will then leave his 
chair, supported by his cross-bearer and his 
chaplains, and proceed to the King's chair. 

Standing before His Majesty, he will then 
proceed to administer the historic Coronation 
Oath. 

With the King holding a book containing the 
Archbishop's questions and tha prescribed re¬ 
plies, the Archbishop will say:

WUl you. to the utmost 
of your Inviolability ths settlement of the powvr 
malntalnsd in the United Kingdom tha 
Protestant reformed religion established by 
law? And will you maintain and preserve

Anointing of the King 

T HEN Will begin the second important stage 
of the cetemony, the anointing of the 
King by the Archbishop wtth holy oil. in ac- 
conlance with a tradition which has It that 
“Nothing, not even the water in the rough, 
rude sea. can wash away the oil from an 
anointed King- 

Proceeding to the altar and laying his hand 
on the Ampulla, the historic 1.000- year -old 
vessel of pure gold, fashioned In the form of 
an eagle with wings outstretched, which con¬ 
tains tha holy oil. the Archbishop will Intone 
the following prayer: 

“O Lord, Holy Father, who by anointing

A brief pause, and to the rich strains of a 
march that will send the notes of the organ 
and the voices of the choir soaring high to the 
vaulted roof of the Abbey, and to the shrill 
cries of “Vlvat! Vlvall Vlvat Oeorglus Rex!" 
the King will come Into view in the doorway. 

His Majesty, flanked by two Bishops, will be 
wearing the Cap of State, a queer little cap of 
crimson silk, on his head. A heavy cloak of 
ermine wlU be above bis blood-red imperial 
mantle, which, flowing far behind him. will bo 
supported by eight young peges under the 
supervision of the Master of the Robes. 

He will walk between twenty gentlemen of 
the Royal bodyguard of genUeroen-at-arma, 
in ceremonial dress and with gold-tipped hal¬ 
berts.

S TEEPED In history Is the route the Coro¬ 
nation procession will follow. The great 
Victoria Memorial, the Mall. Trafalgar 
Square. Whitehall. Piccadilly and other loca¬ 
tions that have seen great events In years gone 
by stud the eight miles of historic highway In 
the heart of the Empire’s capital that will be 
thronged with spectators of the stately cortege. 

When the procession emerges from the fore¬ 
court of Buckingham Palace It will first pass 
on the wes t ern side of the Victoria Memorial. 
This massive pile of masonry was unveiled by 
Oeorge V soon after the opening of his own 
reign, one of the spectators being Wilhelm, 
then Kaiser of Oermany. One recalls how this 
farmer monarch took up a position on the 
steps of the Memorial, arrayed In shining ar¬ 
mor. On Armistice Day acre* of the space 
neighboring the spot where the Kalsor had 
looked out were filled with captured German 
gun*. 

Thereafter the Coronation cavalcade will 
proceed into The Mall: This spacious tree- 
liped avenue runs straight far three-quarters of 
a mile between Buckingham Palace and the 
Admiralty Arch. Designed by Sir Aston Webb, 
the Arch really forms part of the Victoria Me¬ 
morial. and Includes a house of some preten¬ 
tions which Is the official residence of the First 
8ea Lord. Prom the top of the Arch the late 
Earl Balfour was in the habit of watching air¬ 
raids during the War. 

Trafalgar Square, across which the proces¬ 
sion will then move, has been described as the 
finest site In Europe. It is exactly a century 
since the Square was laid out. The Nelson 
Column, 142 feet high. Is perhaps the most 
familiar of all the public memorials In London. 
For years there existed a legend that a hoard 
of coins lay In the crown of Nelson’s hat. but 
when the column was decorated to the very 
lop for the Nelson Centenary, the story proved 
to be baseless. Canada House lies on one side 
-of the Square, and 8outh Africa House fills 
another comer. 

Among Modern Buildings 

W HITEHALL and Parliament Square com- 
prise a continuous broad roadway along 
which the King and Queen will pass Most of 
l he Government buildings which flank each 
*ide ara.jKUdern. as things modern go In this 
country. Nevertheless Their Majesties will be 
able to catch a glimpse of the Banqueting Hall 
of the Stuart Kings, a superb creation of Inigo 
Jones, built as a proposed reconstruction of the 
old Palace of Westminster. Prom one of the 
wtndnwx of this stiM-existing hall King Charles 
the First stepped to his execution in 1649 The 
hall Is used nowadays as the Museum and of¬ 
fices and the Royal United Servloea Institution. 

Prom here the procession will move Into 
Broad Sanctuary. As the name Implies. It de¬ 
notes those precincts of the Abbey where, In 
the olden days, refugee* from the civil power 
sought sanctuary. The privilege of Sanctuary 
was abolished at the end of the Tudor Period. 

This will bring the procession to the Abbey. 
The return route will for a short time follow 
the same lines a-* that of the approach, until 
It reaches the Victoria Embankment. Erected 
upon the left bank of the Thames some seventy 
years back. It covered up the unsightly expanse 
of mud such as Is still to be seen on the other 
side of the rfVrr The- Embankment sidewalks 
are now flanked by several waf memorials, and 
by less ambitious monuments to distinguished 
London citizens. 

Northumberland Avenue was cut through 
from the Embankment to Trafalgar Square 
when the great town house of the Dukes of 
Northumberland, with Its gardens stretchlhg 
from the Strand to the river, was broken up 
In 1911 This acreage then became the site 
for several famous hotels, but most of these 
have disappeared since the War. 

Cockspur Street Is ao-called because a cock¬ 
pit was once on the site. Nowadays it Is mainly 
nota'ble as housing the West End officer of 
moat of the principal steamship office*. 

Pall Mall, like the Mall already alluded to. 
derives Its name from the old-time name of 
Pall-Mall, which seems to have been an em¬ 
bryonic form of tennis and lacrosse 
Pall Mall nowadays is the heart of London's 
clubland. One of the handsomest of these 
buildings Is the Athenaeum, devoted to emi¬ 
nent divines, literary lights and other profound 
Iplk. 8t. James Street also houses many his¬ 
toric clubs, many of which are directly de¬ 
scended Jrom the famous coffee-houses of the 
eighteenth century. In which the wit* and 
poets were wont to assemble.

Piccadilly Puzzle* 

T HE name of Piccadilly remain* * puzzle for 
the historians Some two centuries back 
St. James’ Church was the ultra-fashionable 
place of worship in London, and it* rectors 
have yielded at least three Archbishops of Can¬ 
terbury. The present Archbishop of York, Dr. 
Temple, was rector for a short time. 

Regent Street was originally laid out as an 
approach to a villa which the Prlnoe Regent, 
afterwards Oeorge IV. Intended to build. Old- 
timers *111 remember ih# symmetrical line of 
buildings which flanked each side of the street. 
The destruction of. this design some thirty 
years ago created considerable controversy. 
The whole length of the street Is Crown prop¬ 
erty. and It Is understood that as it la the prin¬ 
cipal store-centre of London, the price of a 
lease here Is enormous. 

Oxfoorf Street Is mainly devoted nowadays tg 
retail stores and has few other point* of in- 


The Marble Arch originally stood In front of 
Buckingham Palace, from which U was re¬ 
moved some eighty years ago to form an en¬ 
trance to Hyde Park. Owing to street widen¬ 
ing! It now occupies an Inland position, but 
Its gates will be opened again for the Corona¬ 
tion proce s sio n . The last time these were so 
opened was for Oeorge V’s obsequies, and the 


crush of spectators was then ao great at this 
point that the royal oortege narrowly missed 
being broken. 

Hyde Park was a royal hunting demesne un¬

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T HE lakes of Shuswap look on ths mop 
like a tipsy letter H. contracted In the 
middle where Seymour and Anesty 
Arms meet in a small and narrow passage and 
widening out into Shuswap Lake proper and 
Salmon Arm. To add to the confusion enter 
the picture Little Shuswap. Adams and Mara 
Lakes, all closely related to the main lake. No 
wonder that driving by the shores or following 
them by the train the waterways In their in* 
tricete confusion, flanked by concealing moun¬ 
tain ranges, give the Impression of a great 
tentacled creature whose arms extend Into the 
recesses of the land. At the foot of the 
ranges are alluvial plains and terraced hillsides 
where farme and orchards touch with human 
Interest the edges of the forests. In R>lte. 
however, of this settlement of man. wild 
Nature is paramount and the scenery of the 
long reaches of water iinder the shadow of 
the lofty wooded hills la predominant. 

The Shuswap lakes are glacial basins 
scooped by the Ice opt of the underlying rock. 
Their depth Is remarkable, the deepest 447 
feet, while Adame Lake, connected by a small 
stream with the main body, la 1.300 feet. They 
rest on Archaean rocks, themselves the sedi¬ 
ments derived from still more ancient rocks, 
the earliest known backbone of this part of 
the world. Among them are volcanic rocks 
and limestones, the latter forming tha majestic 
cliffs of Vella Mountain In the Bastion Range, 
where It looks across the Salmon Arm to the 
little village of Canoe. These massive walla 
rise 3.050 feet above the lake. Around the town 
of Salmon Arm from Canoe to Tappen granite 
Is the underlying rock. It extends southward 
to form the flanks of Mount Ida, which Is 
capped with younger lava. With the excep¬ 
tion of the granite and the lava all the rocks 
about the Shuswap lakes are of Archaean age. 

South of Salmon Arm the road runs through 
orchards and farms between the Larch Hills 
on the east and Mount Ida. and after some 
miles enters the broad valley of the Shuswap 
River. At the town of Knderby the river takes 
e sharp bend as It comes from the east, but the 
valley continues river lees to the south. Arm¬ 
strong. with Its bare and rugged hills and old 
terraces with steep slopes, is passed; then 
Vernon with its tree-lined streets. The city 
makes a pleasing change from the dry sage¬ 
brush country that marks definitely the dry- 
belt country. There is nevertheless something 
attractive about the silvery vegetation, the 
yellowish grass and the scattered red pines 
that cast blue shadows on the slopes. One 
begins to understand the charm that Axes the 
hearts of the dwellers and forever afterwards 
when fate or fortune has sent them elsewhere 
makes them dream and talk of Okanagan s 
hills and lake. There Is a decidedly old-fash¬ 
ioned and attractive sir about Vernon. In the 
tearoom the waitress brought us our tea In a 
large Brown Betty teapot, and all around us 
were little family groups engaged In the after¬ 
noon ritual. It was a change from the stand¬ 
ardised tea table. 

Up-end-Coming Community 

F ROM Vernon a road c ross e s the high 
Mon ashes Range to the Arrow Lakes, but 
we press on to Kelowna, the busiest centre of 
this part of the country. Situated on the lake 
shore It has s waterfront on miniature lines 
and here the ferry starts for the other shore 
Kelowna's windows are full of the appeal: “On 
to Naramatar The cltiaens weary of govern¬ 
ment Inactivity are building a road themselves 
of that name further down the east side of 
Okanagan Lake. The hardware windows dis¬ 
play shovels'and picks for the workers, and 
there Is sn air of hopeful enthusiasm about It 
an. befitting an up-and-gotng community.

Leaving the ferry, we start down the west 
aide along the hillsides, where pheasants steal 
srrom the road and are lost In the sage¬ 
brush. Peachland Is passed And in Bummer- 
land we are In a town that straggles up and 
down the hills snd gulches in a truly discon¬ 
certing manner to the stranger. Here you may 
see not only the familiar orchards spreading 
over the slopes, but artificially terraced gar¬ 
dens like those of a Chinese hill-country 
where the erosive forces of Nature are con¬ 
trolled with quaint effectiveness. Whst those 
forces are may be well sean in the deep gashes 
and pulchet cut by water In the hills of silt. 
The soil is a pale yellowish grey and up 
against the cultivated land you may see the 
cactus spread Its spiny flattened steins 

Beyond Summerland the road becomes 
strikingly picturesque as It runs between the 
lake and lofty cliffs of silts so hardened that 
they stand up m vertical white walls. Here 
and there the walls are pierced by gullies and 
as you pass you find yourself looking for a 
moment up into curious recesses enclosed by 
Irregular ramparts not Infrequently carved 
fantastically into towers and turrets, the 
whole resembling the ruins of some prehis¬ 
toric fortress Sage-brush and antelope-bush 
are common feature^ of the strange landscape.

With the King sUll sitting in the Coronation 
Chair, and with the sceptres still In his hands 
and the Imperial robe on hU shoulders, the 
Archbishop, supported by the Bishops, will 
proceed In procession from the altar to the 
chair, and will halt before His Majesty. 

Tbe Dean will take the Crown from the 
eandle-Qt altar, and will give U to the Arch¬ 
bishop. 

First lifting the Crown high above HU Maj¬ 
esty's head, the Archbishop wlU then rever¬ 
ently place It on the royal brow. 

Immediately the silence of the Abbey will be 
broken. The vast crowd, who will have for 
long waited for this supreme moment, will 
shout “Ood Save the King." 

Silver trumpets blown by state trumpeters 
will crackle Into a great fanfare, the peers and. 
the officers of stale wlU put on their coronets, 
and the guns in the Tower of London will 
roar a royal salue to proclaim to the world that 
King Ooorge Is king Indeed. 

As the see lams lion within the Abbey cesses, 
the A r c hbi sh op, pMctng ht* hand upon the 
crown, wtll say: 

"Ood crown you with a crown of glory and 
righteousness. . < . Hud |W —J ^BUtir 
the crown of an everlasting kingdom by the 
gift of Him whose kingdom endureth for ever." 

And the choir will chant. “Be strong snd 
play the man; keep the commandments of the 
Lord thy Ood. and walk, in HU ways." 

Crowned and stlU holding hU sceptres, the 
King will remain seated in the Corona Uon 
Chair while the Dean goes to the altar 
and removes the Bible, which he will hand 
to the Archbishop. 

BIW» Presented to King w 

P RESENTING the Bible to the King, the 
Archbishop will say: 

“Our gracious King; we present you with 
thU book, the most valuable thing that thU 
world affords. Here U wisdom; thU U the 
Royal law; these are tip Uvely oracle* of Ood." 

The King will then return the Bible Jo the 
Archbishop and again take hold of the sceptre 
with the cross, which he will have delivered 
to one of hu supporters before , taking hold of 
* the Bible. 

Handing the Bible to the. Dean to be rev¬ 
erently placed on the altar, the Archbishop 
then stands alone before Jve King, whose sup¬ 
porters retreat a few pices, leaving the mon¬ 
arch and hie chief clefk alone and the cyno¬ 
sure of all ey^ 


and looking serose the Uke one sees the high 
ranges of theJdonashec. discovers the charac¬ 
teristic moulding of the rocks by glacial ac¬ 
tion. and traces the terraced deposit* against 
their flanks. As It U too early In the season 
for flowers and even leaves except In a few 
instances; the forested hills show only ihs 
dark pines and firs, for even the larch has 
not as yet put on the glory of Its Spring needle 
clusters. 

At South End of Lake 

T HE prosperous-looking city of Penticton 
stands at the south end of the lake. Its 
name derived from one of the earliest farms of 
the district. Owing to the lake's deviations 
from due north and south It U not possible to 
ae* 1U full length of nearly seventy miles, but 
there U none the less a beautiful view of the 
water lying In its narrow valley between the 
hUU that rise 3 000 feet nr more above it. 
Ruffled by a northerly wind It breaks in 
wavelets on the beach and might almost be 
taken for one of the Inland-running channeU 
of the Pacific Coast were It not for the bunch- 
grass hllU and the thinner forests of their 
higher portions. 

The absence of flowers U not total, for In a 
few favored place* the ground U carpeted with 


Lifting hU right hand in an attitude of 
blessing, the Archbishop will say 

The Lord bless you and keep you: and as 
He has made you King over His people, so may 
He prosper you In this world, and make you 
partake of His eternal felicity In the world to 
come." 

The Bishop and other clergy will fervently 
Intone "Amen." 

P roceedi n g ll\p Archbishop will say 

"The Lord give you a fruitful-country and 
healthful seasons; victorious fleets and armies. 
%nd s quiet empire; s faithful senate, wise 
and bright counsellors and magistrates, a loyal 
nobility, and a dutiful gentry; a pious and 
learned and useful clergy; sn honest, peaceable 
and obedient commonalty." 

Again the clergy wtll intone an “Amen." 

Turning to the assembly, the Archbishop will 
say 

"And the same Lord Ood Almighty grant 
that the clergy and nobles assembled her* for 
this great and solemn service, snd together 
with them all the people of this land, fearing 
Ood and honoring the King, may . . con¬ 
tinually enjoy peace, plenty, and prosperity 
. . . without end " 

The clergy, this time accompanied by the 
King, Intone another "Amen " 

At the end of the Mewing the King will rise 
from the Coronation Chair and proceed to his 
Chair of State, or throne. 

All the officers ol state, those who carry the 
swords, the sceptres, snd the nobles who carry 
the other regalia. wlU stand about the steps of 
the Throne, while th* Archbishops and Bish¬ 
op*. by touching the King, "lift" him onto his 
Throne. 

address Hls Majesty, exhorting him to: 

“Stand firm, and hold fast from henceforth 
the hit And slate of Royal imperial dignity, 
which is this day delivered unto you' . . . 
snd the Lord Ood Almighty, whose ministers 
we are. and the stewards of hls mysteries, es¬ 
tablish your Throne In righteousness, that It 
may stand for evermore. Uke as the sun before 
Him. and as the faithful witness In Heaven. 
Amen" 

With the King crowned, blessed, anointed 
and clothed In hls ceremonial Coronation 
robes, there remains for him only the recep¬ 
tion of the homage of hls clergy and nobles 
before he' retires into the background to give 
way for the crowning of hls Queen-Consort 
Elisabeth. * 

Homage to the King 

I N accordance with constitutional practice. 

which lays 4 down that the princes ahd ' 
peers present at a Coronation must do homage 
"publicly and solemnly unto the King." the 
Archbishop of Canterbury first will kneel down 
before His Majesty. 

With the Bishops (meeting in their ptaews. 
the Archbishop will say. on behalf of the 
clergy, who will repeat after him 

I . . . will be faithful and tru* and faith 
and truth will bear unto you our fldvereign 
Lord, knd yonr heir* . And T will do. and 
truly acknowledge, the sendee of the lands 


yellow buttercups, a low-growing species with 
three-pronged leaves and comparatively nar¬ 
row petals, and I saw, within doors, the 
charming little flower*, recently gathered, of 
the mission-bells. PMtlUaria pudlca, yellow 
tinged with brown. In warm comers the 
golden-yellow flowers of the balsam-root were 
appearing When a few weeks Is ter the or¬ 
chards are In bloom the aspect of the Okanagan 
country must of course be vastly different; 
at present the fruit areas are still In the bare¬ 
ness of Winter. 

A broad flat separates Okanagan Lake from 
Dog Lake, the Lac du Chien of the French 
priests of the old mission, snd It is on this 
flat that Penticton is situated. Here lofty cot¬ 
tonwoods snd Lombardy poplars risr above the 
orchards, while through the branches of the 
latter and above them glimpses are obtained 
of the city's edge. The road runs along the 
lake shore, where the willows are displaying 
their catkins, and rises along the flanks of the 
western hills. It was up in these Tertiary 
sediments from which they have been carved 
that I found, a few years ago. fossil remains 
of a flora very different from that of today In 
this region. Then it *u molster snd less 
severe In Winter. "O earth, what changes 
hast thou seen!" 


Everywhere there are about us as we follow 
the highway through this great valley evi¬ 
dence* of different levels of the lake some of 
the terraces are hundreds of feet above the 
present surface of the water, and to form them 
there must have been a large degree of per¬ 
manency—the water must have stood at one 
height for a long period to make such con¬ 
spicuous featvges of the landscape. The silt 
beds would appear to have been formed by 
"glacial milk" such as we may see today Issuing 
from melting glacier ice. It must have sunk 
and settled m very quiet water for the most 
part, for the lines of deposition are as un¬ 
broken as the materials themselves are fine¬ 
grained. 

It Bird Sanctuary 

S OUTH of Dog Lake Is Okanagan Falls. 

where the road crosses the river and fol¬ 
lows further on the east side of Vaseaux Lake, 
a widening of the Okanagan River. The lake 
Is a bird sanctuary and In the season is. 1 am 
told, th* haunt of great numbers of wildfowl. 
There is a change in the character of the ad¬ 
jacent scenery Th# shoulders of the hills 
press in upon the highway. Huge cliffs of 
gneissic rocks with veins of pink snd curious 
complexes of black and white rise overhead, 
and at one point actually overhung the road 
until recently blasted back. The scenery of 
these hills Is very striking as one looks up at 
the bold irregularity of their outline and the 
great crags snd screes. Between the rock out¬ 
crops the bunch-grass and sage-brush reign. 
Oophert and chipmunks run acrosb the road; 
ground-squirrels and marmots are occasion ally 
seen. 

Then the human hand appears in fields and 
orchards. Men are up on long ladders in the 
tree tops and the family is busy in the field 
with seeding operations. Rows of curious- 
looking yellow helmets are strung out along 
the ground, and we learn that we are now in 
the celebrated cantaloupe belt and these are 
the protective coverings of the young plants. 
From the town of Oliver south the activity In¬ 
crease*. There is every evidence of an active, 
Industrious oommunlty; In Its early stages for 
the most part, for It Is still growing. 

At the village of Osoyoos we are by the „ 
shores of Osoyoos Lake The wind Mows from 
the South, rippling the water and playing 
gently with the sand which, as we have seen at 
various point* along the Okanagan Valley. Is at 
times blown into dune* Two or three store* 
and a place of refreshment, with a large co¬ 
operative building, constitute this tittle centre 
Doom by the lake s edge and below the higher 
level at the village the water-worn gravels are 
piled, the harvest of the rocks hills. The peb¬ 
bles are as usual predominantly of the harder 
igneous sorts. Fine-grained dark lavas are 
mixed with intergrowths of pink felspar and 
white quarts. There are remnants of veins in 
the old gneissic rocks and grey lavas speckled 
with needles of hornblende. Agstes appear to 
be plentiful, derived from the lavas in the 
vicinity. 

There Is a curious feature about this lake, 
more noticeable perhaps because of its aMe. A 
sandbar extends so far out Into the water that 
It has been bridged at the other end and forms 
a passage way across the lake Another Is 
found further south, which I did not see. This 
natural roadbed has Its counterpart In Long 
Lake, or as it li locally known. Kalamalka 
Lake, near Vernon, where what looks from 
above to be a railway grade almost crosses the 
water from side to aide. Such spits are. of 
course, not unfamiliar object* along seacoasts 
where there are coastwise currents and adja¬ 
cent cliffs of sand. At Osoyoos and Kala- 
malka the force has been derived primarily 


from the prevailing winds blowing up snd 
down the lakes, which have thus built up the 
spit* from opposite sides 

Singular Journey 

P ERHAPS the mast singular journey In the 
Okanagan is that on the train from Pen¬ 
ticton east. The railway grade climbs th# 
hillside In s zigzag fashion unequalled'eten in 
the Rocky Mountain section of the CJ*JV 
The steep climb, which even then hss to be 
made, so slows down the speed that a very 
comfortable view is to be had from the railway 
carnage windows. The lower scenery Is left 
behind, and Instead there are long cuts In the 
gently Inclined bedding of the pink-and-grey 
gneissic rocks. The firs are gradually almost 
replaced by Douglas flr. and the larch or tama¬ 
rack comes into its own on the higher level*. 
Klnnikinnik spreads over the stony surfaces 
BaLam-root gleam* in the corners. There are 
buttercups and willows, shepherdla and wild 
gooseberry, alum-root and fern clumps. Ore¬ 
gon grape and Juniper, aspen, poplar and birch. 

Now we are looking down upon Penticton by 
the lakeside, and later on In one of our fan¬ 
tastic turns we see Kelowna far below us. W# 
twist and turn and double back on our course 
in a fashion truly bewildering It 1* incredible 
that the track we see paralleling our* only a 
few yards above us Is to be traversed by our 
train, but In a few moments We have made a 
narrow turn and are working backward and 
upward. The smoother habit of the lower 
rocks gives way to shattered walls and to 
match the wilder W*iie we cross profound 
canyons on lofty trestle bridges and plunge for 
brief moment* into tunnels. Finally w# reach 
the summit of the hills, a broad, irregular, 
greatly worn plateau, well forested, though 
with timber of no great slxe. A small lake up 
here is still froaen and covered with snow, 
while drift* are met with here and there In 
the woods. In fact, even as we look out at the 
dull landscape of this region there are snow¬ 
flake* In ihe air. a last reminder of Winter. 

The Okanagan Valley Is a counterpart of the 
larger and broader trenches to the east known 
1 -as the Rocky Mountain and Purcell Trenches 
and occupied through so great a part of their 
- extent by the Columbia River. The Okanagan 
la. however, less apparently irregular because 
of It* lakes, though If these were drained away 
and elevated the difference would probably not 
» so.imi. Jhcy ere no doubt an old land- 
feature pre-dating the glacial period, though 
undoubtedly deepened b/ ioe and dammed by 
Re debris As far back as the Tertiary sedi¬ 
mentary lake deposit* were laid down in th* 
vicinity and plant remain* stored up tn them. 
Today remnant* of these deposit* are con¬ 
tained In some of the elevated regions on th# 
weal aid# of th# valley. Volcanic action ha# 
also added It# contribution In lavas These 
snd th# fine slit* have played an imp rtnnt 
part tn the fertility of the valley and te:race 
. soils, while in the waters of the lake, fed 
apparently by springs rather than Hvrrs and 
thus maintaining their level with remarkable 
persistence, there Is a wonderful storehouse 
for Irrigation awaiting cheap methods of us¬ 
ing It, 

I would Just add one note on the common 
mullein found throughout the drier parts of 
the province. l not excepting the Okanagan. 
Even at thla season when lta life is still dor¬ 
ms nt the tail, bare stems with something of 
the singular candelabra-like stiffneas of a 
cactus or of a glam African groundsel are a 
notable feature of the landscape, wherever 
you go In the valleys and lower hillsides. 


which I claim to hold of ydu. a* In right of the 
Church, so help me Ood." 

Rising, the Archbishop will then kiss the 
Kings left cheek. 

Then the Princes of the Blood Royal, who 
wlU include Hls Majesty s brothers, with the 
exception of the Duke of Windsor, will kneel 
before His Majesty. Uke off their coronet*, and 
pronounce their homage la the following 
words: 

"X ... do become your leige man of life 
and limb, and of earthly worship; and faith 
and truth I wUl bear unto you. to lire and die, 
against all manner of folk*. So help me Ood " 

Rising, th# Prlnors will then touch the 
Crown on th# King's head and kiss HU Maj¬ 
esty’s cheek 

After this the peer* of the realm kneel down 
in their places, uke off their coronet*, while 
on their behalf the premier holders of their 
various degrees of title will do homage In front 

rin g-- - ' - 

The Duke of Norfolk wlU make Hnmag* on 
behalf of the dukes, the Marquess of Winches¬ 
ter for the marquesses, the Earl of Shrewsbury 
lor th# #*rls, Vtmount Falkland for th# vis¬ 
count*, and Baron Mowbray for the l aron*. 

Having performed verbal homage, these rep¬ 
resentatives will Uke off their coronet*. Indi¬ 
vidually ascend the Throne, touch the Crown, 
and kiss the King s left cheek. 

During the homage the choir will sing an 
anthem, and at the conclusion of the homage 
the trumpet* will shrill Into a fanfare, drum* 
wtll be beaten, and th# people within th# Ab¬ 
bey will cry: 

"Ood Save King Oeorge. Long Live King 
Oeorge May the King Live For Ever.” 

Tbf King WlU then hand hl f sceptre* to the 
noble* and. with the burden of hu heavy 
Crown —» d from time to time by the sup¬ 
porting bishop#, will to# able to sit bac k com * 
parattvely at ease for the first time la the long 
oeremony. . ^ y 

I Ceremony for Qm«€N 

A T an almost imperceptible gesture from 
the Archbishop. Queen Elizabeth will 
rise from her Chair at Bute, placed one Inch 
lower than that of the King's to signify her 
inferior position, and will proceed to the altar, 
supported by her two Bishops, and will kn#el 
on the alur step#. 

The Archbishop will pray: 

"Almighty Ood . . , give ear, Ve beseech 
Tlv e. snd multiply Thy blessing upon thU Thy 
servant Elizabeth, whom In Thy name, with all 
humble devotion, we consecrate our Queen 
. Make her a great example of virtue and 
piety a blessing to thU kingdom. Amen “ 
Proceeding t# a faldstool placed before the 
altar. Her Majfsty then kneels, while four 
peerea-w* hold a pall of cloth of gold over her 
Th# Archbishop will place holy off on her 
brow, with the exhortation “Let th# anotnt- 
mg with thU oil increase your honor, and th# 
grace of Ood » Holy Splrtt establish you. for 
ever and ever. Amen " 

The Keeper of the Jewel Rouse will give the 
Archbishop the Queen s Ring, which win be 
placed upon Her Majesty's fourth finger of her 


right hand, the Archbishop meanwhile asking 
the Queen to "receive this ring, the seal of a 
sincere faith.” 

The Archbishop will then Uke the Queen's 
Crown, a smaller replica of Bt. Edward's Crown, 
from the altar and. Messing it. will reverently 
place U upon the Queen's head, saying "Re¬ 
ceive the crown of glory, honor and joy." 

At the moment the Crown U placed on Her 
Majesty's head, all the peeresses present In the 
assembly will put on their coronet* 

The Archbishop will then place the Queens 
Sceptre with the Cross In her right hand and 
her sceptre with the Dove tn her left hand, 
meanwhile praying. 

. . Grant unto thU Thy servant Eliza¬ 
beth our Queen, that by the powerful and mild 
Influence of her piety and virtue, she may 
adorn the high dignity which she hath ob¬ 
tained. through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen " 
Queen Elizabeth will then leave the altar, 
supported by two bishops, and as ah# pa ss e* 
the King seated on hi# throne win bow rev¬ 
erently to her husband. 8he will pass on, and 
without further ceremony will Uke her seat 
Following a brief pause, the King and 
Queen will leave their thrones, escorted by 
the Bishops and the officers of state, and will 
proceed to the steps of th# altar. There they 
will Uke off their crowns, hand them to the 
Lord Oreat Chamberlain, and kneel down, 
while the choir sings the offertory. 

The Archbishops and the clergy then con¬ 
tinue the communion. The bread and wine 
are brought from Bt. Bdwa d's Chapel and de¬ 
livered into the King s hands, the bread «o 
the paten and the wine in th# chalice. - 
The King will hand th bread and wine to 
th# Archbishop, who will place It on th# altar, 
doosntly covered with a fair linen cloth" 

The Archbishop will offer a short prayer 
asking Ood to >ccspt this th# gift of Oeorge. 
our newly crowned King " 

King Makes Oblation 

S TILL kneeling, the King then makes hls^ 
oblation, offering a pall of cloth at gold 
as an altar cloth and an Ingot of gold weigh¬ 
ing a pound, to be fashioned Into a piece, of 
new plate for the abbey. 

The Archbishop will receive the gifts and 
place them on the altar, after which the 
Queen will make her oblation of an altar cloth 
and a lower weight of gold. 

The King and Queen, rising, will then re¬ 
turn to their thrones and kneel down at their 
faldstools and the Archbishop win commence 
the longest prayer of the service, the formal 
prayer for the "whole state of Christ's Churcn 
militant here on earth" praying that under 
King Oeorge the country wljl be “godly and 
quietly governed.” t 

The prayer wffl pats through the exhorta¬ 
tion. the general confession of film, the tbw * 
t hi non. the prayer of humble address, and fin¬ 
ally the prayer of eonseeraUon. all according , 
to ancient usage and phraseology 
Again the King and Queen will rise and 
advance to the step# of th# altar and kneel, 
while the Archbishop will Administer th# 


bread and the Dean the wine to them, with 
suitable prayers. 

Following the administration of the sacra¬ 
ment. Their Majesties will riae, put on their 
crowns, take their sceptre* in their hand#, and 
will proceed Once more, for the last time, to 
their throne#, while the Archbishop oelebraUe 
the post-communion. 

Then, with the choir singing the Te Drum, 
the King end Queen will quit their thrones, 
and. with all their attendants. wlU paw In 
procession, with their officers of sUl# carry¬ 
ing the regalia. Into the chapel, they will give 
up their regalia to the clergy, who will place 
the regalia on the altar. 

The King will disrobe of hls Royal Robe at 
Bute and will be arrayed In hls ceremonial 
state robe of purple velvet. 

Th# Imperial Crown, jewel of th# entire re¬ 
galia with 1U more than three thousand rare 
gems valued at three and three-quarter mil¬ 
lion dollar*, win be placed on hls head. Tha 
orb will be put m ht* left hand by the Arch¬ 
bishop. 

Thus anointed, blessed and crowned, in their 
magnificent robe#, and prec e ded and followed 
by their couriers, their great officers of state 
sad their clergy, the King and Queen will 
move out Into the Abbey proper, will pass 
down the nave, through the open west door, 
and thus out Into the street# to b# acclaimed 
by the populace. 

Thus will pass Into history the 40th Corona¬ 
tion of an English King tn the Abbey Church 
of 8t. Peter In Westminster. 

Gold Staffs Trained to 
Detect Gate-Crashers 

A MINOR but responsible office la connec¬ 
tion with the Coronation is that of the 
"gold staff*," dubbed "glorified pew-openers" 
by one cynic. 

These, gentlemen conduct the distinguished 
guest* to their allotted places in Westminster 
Abbey, and also keqp an eye to possible gate¬ 
crashers and so on. 

The father of the present Duke of Norfolk, 
who had charge of the last Coronation, it mid 
to have taken special pain* not only In select¬ 
ing. but tn personally drilling hi* gold staffs. 

They must know the whereabout* of th# 
nearest exit In case of fire, and how to obtain 
a doctor, a nurse, or an ambulance tn case th# 
spectacle o vercome s any mrmbbre of th# 
assembly.

L ONDON—After talking about the Coro¬ 
nation for mootha. we are all at once 
realising that It M almost upon us. 
Preparations, whether public or private, have 
never languished at any stage since the King 
Intimated that the great event would take 
place on the day originally set. but all con¬ 
cerned are now finding that there la no time 
to spare, and everywhere the tempo la being 
speeded up. It will become fast and furious 
in the closing days. 

Much of the work, nevertheless, seems to be 
well advanced. The West End la disguised 
behind enornAu* stands estimated to seat 
350.000 people. The Robing Annex at the Ab¬ 
bey. a substantial building erected for the 
needs of a single day and to be rased when it 
has served Its purpose, is complete even to the 
structural ornaments. Masts and poles for 
banners and Insignia are to be seen in position - 
everywhere. 

Organisation too. is well In hand *n>e 
several authorities concerned know just how 
thousands of guests are to be got into the 
Abbey and out again, how tens of thousands 
more are to be marshaled to their seats in the 
public stands out of doors and fed during the 
long hours of waiting, and how hundreds of 
thousands, millions in all. of the general pub¬ 
lic are to be enabled to take their places along 
tite route of the procession and to disperse 
again without making the thoroughfares im¬ 
passable for themseivea. let alonq anybody rise. 

But innumerable details hav/yet to be dealt 
with, and st this stage appear to accumulate 
faster than they can be cleared off Respon¬ 
sible executives and their chief assistants are 
working day and night to perfect the machin¬ 
ery so that on the great day everything will go 
without the slightest hitch. 

The essence of the contract, of course, it the 
timing, and It is not forgotten how seriouMy 
this went on the occasion of the funeral of 
Xing ■ George V. Hence the repeated early 
morning rehearsals of troops and vehicles on 
the streets over whkh the procession will pass 

For Special Guests 

A BOUT 65.000 o t the seats I rum which the 
Coronation procession may be viewed are 
ori stands erected by the Office of Works. 
These will accommodate officials, wives of 
Members of Parliament, visitors of importance 
but not of sufficient importance to be invited 
to the Abbey, ary! special gue»t* such as the 
thousand tenants and servants who are being 
brought up from London from the Royal es¬ 
tates for the occasion 

Some of the stands are very ornate, having 
comfortable seats, upholstery and roofs. Others, 
completely exposed to the weather, have only 
backless forms This has not escaped the no¬ 
tice of M>me of the public and semi-public 
bodies who have received tickets. Nor has the 
fact that they are expected to pay about 13 75 
apiece for them, which, the Office of Works ex¬ 
plains. is only about tjalf the cost of construc¬ 
tion. 

Anyway, several Lancashire towns are Inti¬ 
mating that they will not require tickets Hol¬ 
ton considers It beneath Us dignity to have its 
representative sit on an uncovered stand and 
pay for the privilege. It has sent its tickets 
bark. 

Oldham felt very much like following suit, 
but decided in the end to hold * town lottery 
and let everbody ballot for the *aU. the win¬ 
ners to pay all their awn expenses and also 
the charge for them. t 
Warrington and Stalybrldge returned their 
ticket*, politely intimating that the civic heads 
would be participating In the Coronation cele¬ 
brations at home. 

In other boroughs the members of the Town 
Council have ballot ted far the privilege of buy¬ 
ing the tickets and paying their own expenses. 
Where civic dignity Is somewhat, but not too 
greatly affronted, the Mayor and Councillors 
will stay at home and let the Town Clerk and 
other officials have the tickets 
Blpcks of tickets have been sent to labor or¬ 
ganisations. friendly societies and other bodies 
to distribute among their members as they see 
fit. The National Union of Railwaymrn, how¬ 
ever. for some reason not stated, has declined 
Us allotment. 

The arrangements with regard to the occu¬ 
pancy of the Coronation stands seems, in fact, 
to have been rather bungled. It is safe to say, 
however, that whatever had been done, there 
would have been dissatisfaction and grumbling 
in one quarter or another.

M R. Baldwin will give up the Premieoriup 
within the next few weeks, but he may 
not be permitted to leave the Government. 
According to the Labor organ. The Dally Her¬ 
ald. the |>olitical correspondent of which has 
often demonstrated that lie Is very well In¬ 
formed on whst Is going on behind the scenes 
on the Government side, s strong movement is 
afoot to have him retained In the new Ministry 
to be formed by Neville Chamberlain. 

This has been given impetus by Mr Baldwin * 
leference to his impending departure from the 
House of Common*, made In the course of an 
address—really a farewell address—delivered In 
Worcester Town Hall at the annual meeting of 
the Unionist •Conservative) Association of 
Bewdiey Division, his constituency. 

"It is strongly felt among Conservative 
M P.’a.” says The Herald, “that It would be wise 
to appoint Mr. Baldwin to a sinecure post such 
as the Lord Privy Seal so that the new Gov¬ 
ernment may have the advantage of his long 
experience and sage advice " 

“Now that the Premier's departure is so 
near.' The Herald continues, “Tory M P s are 
openly stating that it would be a great misfor¬ 
tune if his services as our elder ststeaman 
were entirely lost ’ 

The Herald, by the way. pays a remarkable 
tribute to Mr. Baldwin “Whatever one may 
think of his views, Mr. Baldwin's political 
Judgment, at least In his later years, has been 
very nearly flawlesa.” it says. 

“Those, like ourselves, who sre his opponents 
have the best reason to know that. 

“And his decision to withdraw from the front 
line of politics at the height of his powers 
speaks for his wisdom once again, v 
“It is a curious thing about the Prime Min¬ 
ister that though the achievements of his Min¬ 
istries will not be remembered, he himself 
will be 

"For measured by his own prestige and the 
strength of his party, he has been Immensely 
SUCCMfiful."

Gladstone, at the same age. having resigned 
the party leadership several years previously, 
returned to the front line to stay there for an-' 
other fourteen years, direct the campaign in 
four geneial elections and form three Admin¬ 
istration*. leading the Opposition in the Houe 
of Commons In the intervals brtween these 
There were no elder statesmen" In those days. 
They continued on the active list until their 
physical power* failed them 
It may well be doubted, however, whether 
even a Gladstone could have carried on into 
the eighties under present conditions. The 
demands on the strength and energy of a 
Prune Minister have increased enormously 
•once Victorian time'. From the Battle of 
Waterloo onwards throughout the nineteenth 
century the ship of state sailed over compara¬ 
tively smooth waters. Thera trere no such 
hurricanes as have occurred in these later 
days, no gathering at (areas that threatened 
the very existence of the Empire.

"When I came to Worcester In 
February. 1908, to meet the selection commit¬ 
tee who 1 knew were going to Invite me to 
stand in my father s place," he said. “I drove 
In with a pair of horses from Astley and took 
rather more than an hour doing it. 

“Today I cqjne in a motor-car. Really 
there I* more potted history in that than.is 
efj|^eni st the first sight, and I would merely 
make one observation, and that Is this 
“Today you may. I believe, drive with safety 
on the roads st sixty miles sn hour, but if this 
country ever tries to travel in constitutional 
change at sixty miles an hour, the constitution 
will be wrecked, and it will be wrecked, as it 
always has been in these rapid changes, in 
disaster and bloodshed. ’ 

In this, his last address to his own people. 
Mr. Baldwin eschewed politics. He devoted 
himself to the supreme Importance of main¬ 
taining tha democratic principle In Ore at 
Britain. 

“There is no constitution like ours." he said, 
“which has evolved through the centuries into 
the constitution as we know it today. . . . 
Throughout the whole of Russia. Germany and 
Italy you have those peoples, numbering hun¬ 
dreds of millions, who are governed by Ideas 
alien to- the idras which we hold In this 
country 

“They are the Ideas of Communism and the 
ideas of differing forms of Fascism. . . . 

Neither of these ideas can ever do anything to 
help our country In solving her own constitu¬ 
tional problems They are exotic to this coun¬ 
try; they are alien You cannot graft them 
on to our system any more than you can graft 

a Siberian crab on to an oak. 

“I do not think there Is any single thing 
more important for our people, and for those 
who frame public opinion and for those who 
lead pubtle opinion, than to keep our people 
Immune so far as they can from the virus of 
either Communism or Fascism 
“Let us reflect that such violent change* a* 
have occurred in some foreign countries are 
changes that in no country can be brought 
about swiftly except by force. 

“And any man who brings about changes In 
any country by force cannot maintain himself 
and the changes that he has effected except 
by a continuation of force, because he knows 
that It Is force alone that can dethrone him. 
and you at once move into another region and 
lmXTftr Atmosphere from that In which all our 
constitutional struggles took place . . . 

“We have adapted ourselves without blood- 
*hed end without haloed among ourselves. 
Par. far the most. Important thing that we can 
do is to keep this country at least secure from 
the strange creeds that today are rushing 
round the world." 

Ministerial Salaries 

B ACK benchers on both sides of the House 
took advantage of the debate on the Sec¬ 
ond Reading of the Ministerial Salaries BUI to 
urge the claims of the private member to an 
increase m the present annual allowance. 
13.000. As a consequence, he is likely to get It 
Winding up the debate. Mr, Baldwin said It 
was a matter for the whole House, and he 
asked the House to trust him in connection 
with It. He had Ami of all thought of the ap¬ 
pointment of a committee, but he had given 
up that idea, and he would now see that In¬ 
quiries were made, and if the consensus of 
opinion seemed to be in favor of an Increase 
he would recommend it. 

Touching on the question of Ministerial 
salaries, the Prime Mini.'ter said he based his 
views on the necessity for Independence and 
security for the Minister* 

“At present In this country.'* he continued, 
“there Is in our public We a high standard It 
has not always been *>, and it may not always 
be so. But I do think It Is essential that the 
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..alarlea of men in the country's service, who 
have enormous responsibilities, should put 
them in a position where at least they may be 
free from temptation " 

The bill provides pension* for former Prime 
Ministers. There sre only two. Lloyd George 
and Ramsay MacDonald Neither mas present 
during the debate 

Col. Wedgwood. Labor member for New¬ 
castle-under-Lyme. said there were other Cab¬ 
inet Ministers who had retired on very small 
mean' He recalled that when he came Into 
the House there were pensions for all Cabinet 
Minuters in need, and they surrendered the 
pensions when they were able to manage with¬ 
out them. There wa* a system of Means Test 
applied to Cabinet Ministers then, he said, and 
they got something to keep them going He 
urged the restoration of that system. 

Abused in Former Times 

T HE Ministerial pensions, referred to by 
Wedgwood Benn. were much abused in 
former times. Mr Gladstone held strong views 
on the subject. He was not opposed to them 
in principle. He once said that a man who 
had been a Cabinet Minister could not easily 
live suitably on less than 610000 a year What 
troubled him was that there was no provision 
for terminating the pension when the claim to 
it on the score of narrow means cea'ed to b* 
valid. 

There waa the case, for instance, of the late 
C. P. VlUiers. an eminent Liberal reformer, 
who only held Cabinet office once Mr. Vti¬ 
llers lived to bf M and drew his respectable 
Cabinet pension of 610 090 a year to the end of 
AU life. Being of a thrifty disposition he 
amassed a comfortable fortune before ha died. 

Disraeli took hU Cabinet pension as soon as 
ha was qualified for it, although his wife had 
an income of 635.000 or 630.000 a year. 

Gladstone met the difficulty created by the 
VlUiers case by Insisting on former Cabinet 
Ministers to whom hi* Government granted 
pensions signing written undertakings to relin¬ 
quish them should they become financially able 
»<> do without them 

Opposition's Stand 

O N the whole, the Oppoaitlon was not un¬ 
favorable to the proposed Increases, espe¬ 
cially after Sir John Simon had pointed out 
that, although the Prime Minister’s salary was 
to be increased to 650.000. he would receive only 
631.300. tnrome tax and surtax swmUorwtng up 
the rest 

The OppoHin**!, however, thought that the 
increases should be so managed that the total 
•urn allocated to Ministerial .salaries should not 
be augmented. A sort of pooling of mlarie- 

waa s uggested,__ _____ 

Mr Maxton. leader of the Independent Labor 
Party. *ald the expenses of office were much 
exaggerated It was Just nonsense to say that 
a man must receive 6S0O a week before he 
could live a respectable and respected life. 

The intellectual gulf between a man who was 
a Cabinet Minister and the man of his own 
party who was not. continued Mr Maxton. wa* 
not so marked as seemed to be represented by 
the difference between 63 000.• a private mem¬ 
ber’s allowance* and 635 000 a year. 

The question of sinecure offices, such as that 
of Lord Privy Seal, also came up In his 
reminiscences, now being published serially. J. 

R Clyne* remarks that when he was appointed 
Lord Privy Seal he found that his only duty 
was to draw his salary of 635 000 a year. The 
Prime Minister, however, found plenty for him 
to do. The fact is that the the sinecures are 
very useful in that way. Should Mr. Baldwin 
accept one there is no doubt that he will give 
good value for the pay attached to it.

wild flowers that grow throughout the length 
and breadth of our province 

Nature has been very lavish with these 
flowers, but in our seal to find and pick these 
blooms there la grave danger that by careless¬ 
ness or negligence In gathering them a large 
number of them will die out. and. In a few 
years, our fie ids and forasu will be bare of 
them. 

Children as well as adults all love wild flow¬ 
ers. but so many of them do not realise how 
easily so many different kinds of them will die 
out completely either by careless picking or by 
removing all the blooms that can be seen and 
leaving none to reseed themselves. 

I would accordingly ask everyone to use the 
greatest care, firstly, never to gather a large

Kitchener's Sword of 
Stainless Steel 


S OME years before his death Lord Kit¬ 
chener received from the ftnperor of 
Japan a sword made in 13M by Mossmutsa. a 
famous Japanese swordmaker There Is no 
doubt about the date; the history of the sword 
1* recorded In the Imperial archives of Japan. 

Kitchener wss told never to permit the sward 
to be polished with any of the things used for 
brightening metal in England, all that was 
necessary, he was assured, was to give tt an 
occasional wipe with a silk handkerchief. He 
followed instructions; the same rule Is pursued 
today He left the sword to hla heirs; his 
heirs have lent it to the Government, and we 
may see U any day In the armory of the Tower 
of London, bright a* the newest silver, never 
touched except by silk.

- a country where the hyacinth finds a congenial 
home Here conditions may be had rarely 
found In other countries Hyacinths grown In 
Holland will usually perfect their bloom In any 
mil or in water if other conditions are correct. 
In some favored locations In this country good 
hyacinth bulbe have been, and are being 
grown in small quantities, again demonstrate 
mg the importance of that factor, the grower 
himself. 

The hyacinth likes a very sandy, well-pre¬ 
pared. fine and light soil, entirely free from 
stone and gravel, such as might appear when 
•oil la put through a sieve In Holland a soil 
la considered particularly good when fine and 
nady. made finer still by the addition of fine 
•and from the Dutch downs. The only manure 
used comes from the cow stable. weU rotted 
and free from straw. 

In Holland. In preparing the hyacinth beds, 
particular attention is paid to the following 
rules: 1. That no stimulating fertiliser is 
mixed with the soil for a period of four years 
previous to planting. 2. That hyacinths must 
not be grown in the tame soil oftener than 
once In four years. Between December and 
February the ground Is dug two or three feet 
deep. In March the soil is covered to the 
depth of three inches with cow manure, then 
upeded in a font deep. During the Summer, 
vegetables or annuals are grown bn the bed. 
The following Autumn the soil la dug two feet 
deep, taking cart to let the manure, put on 
the previous Spring. * remain a foot deep in 
the earth. Planting commences the following 
October. 

The whole piece of ground allotted to the 
hyacinths is divided Into beds about five feet 
In width The anil la taken from the surface 
of the first bed to the depth of from three to 
five inches, accordtng to the size not the bulbe 
to be planted, and conveyed to the further 
side of the last bed In the piece of ground to be 
planted The first bed then is carefully raked 
over and divided into rows a foot apart, and 
the bulbs placed on these rows, without press¬ 
ing down, about six inches apart. The second 
bed la dug out in like manner, and the earth 
which is taken from it is used for covering the 
bulbe in the first bed; and in this manner 
they proceed to the last bed. which'is covered 
with the earth of the first 

Forcing Hyacinths 

S ELECT, from the varieties named, large, 
solid bulbs Do not use unnamed varie¬ 
ties or the low-priced grades for house culture, 
(food blooms come only from the well-devel¬ 
oped. flnjfcUee bulbs. The five-inch flower 
pot Is IheiKm useful receptacle to grow the 
bulbs in These should be-lightly filled, first 
the drainage material and then a rich com¬ 
post of garden loam, leaf mould and sand 
Press the bulb Into the soil and cover, leaving 
only the Up exposed. After potting la com¬ 
pleted. all should be buried in a sand or cinder 
box in a cellar or open ground, care being 
taken to cover all six Inches deep. 

- The pots should be kept covered until they 
have developed a strong growth and a stem an 
Inch above the pot nm. The pots may then be 
taken up and gradually brought to the light 
and heat, care being taken at first to let the 
stem assume a good, healthy green before 
moving to a bright window Ample moisture 
should be applied to the soil and a frequent 
syringing of the entire plant is beneficial. 
Bulba v> ftured are practically exhausted and 
have little further value. 

Propagation 

H YACINTHS are 'propagated naturally 
either by slabs or by seed, artificially by 
bulblets secured either by means of scooping 
or scoring mature or so-called mother bulbs. 
Slabs are produced to some extent by bulbs 
under ordinary cultivation each year, but v the 
greatest production is obtained from over¬ 
mature bulbs. The time to produce mature 
bulbs by this method is from two to four years, 
depending upon variety and growing condi¬ 
tions-hence the method is not used to any 
wBilt commercially. 

YTie gt n wt ng or hyacinth bulbs from seed 
requires from five to -seven years to produce a 
first-grade tire bulb, while the variation 
among them Is always great. 

The scooping method in hyacinth propa¬ 
gation Is the most satisfactory More bulblets 
* can be secured by this method and more 
quickly than by any other The scooping 
method is practiced as foHow* Brim only 
the beat matured bulbs, scoop out with a sharp 
knife or a scooping machine the base of the 
bulb so as to expose the lower part of the 
■rales. Just where they unite with the base. 
The cutting out of this portion destroys the 
growing point After "scooping, the bulbs are 
lq}d one tier deep m shallow trays and placed 
in the sun for a few hours to dry the cut sur¬ 
faces When the cut surfaces have been re¬ 
lieved of any surplus moisture, the trays of 
„ mother bulbs are then placed In a propagating 
frame or house, where the ventilation, light, 
moisture and temperature are under reason¬ 
able control. A temperature of from M to 
to degrees F. la most satisfactory. If excess 
moisture appears or the scales do not dry and 
callus quickly, a dusting of aahea or air slaked 
lime over the cut surfaces will be an aid to 
drying. In drying, the scales separate slightly 
and numerous small bulblets start to develop. 
Under favorable conditions a mother hyacinth 
bulb, scooped In July, will produce twenty or 
more bulbleu by October, varying In size from 
a small pea to a large bean. 

Wgll-Prepared Sandy Soil 

T HE mother bulbs with the crop of bulblets 
attached are planted oat to beds of wetl- 


The replanting and taking-up-to-cure pro¬ 
cess la practiced each year until fflb bulbs 
reach mfekeUble size. In districts where the 
, Bummer period la very dry the small bulbs are 
planted In trenches and left In the soil for 
three or four yearn. 

The scoring method differs from the scoop¬ 
ing method in that. Instead of removing .a 
large portion from the base of the bulb, cross 
cuts are made sufficiently deep to destroy the 
growing point. Other than In the cutting pro¬ 
cess the bulbs are treated In exactly the same 
way With both scooped and scored bulbs, 
conditions are created that favor the attacks 
of fungus, so care should be taken to watch 
every detail and protect the bulbs from damp¬ 
ness, cold, heat and fungus-spores. If the cut 
surfaces are sufficiently dried by sunlight and 
then sprinkled with dry ashes, fungus attack 
will be reduced to a minimum, providing of 
course, that the bulbs are kept In a well- 
ventilated propagating frame or house during 
the period when the bulblets are forming on 
the edges of the exposed scales. Keep a tem¬ 
perature of between 75 and 90 degrees F. 


Monument to Founder of 
Cheese Factory System 
Is Unveiled 

R OME. In Italy, the Eternal City, has been 
famous down through the ages, but com¬ 
paratively little has been heard about Roma. 
N Y Recently, however, it gained some promi¬ 
nence when a monument to the founder of.the 
•cheese factory system In the United States was 
unveiled in that city. The monument has 
been erected to Jesse William*, a farmer at 
Rome. N Y.. who in 1SS1 opened his first com¬ 
mercial cheese factory, using the milk from 
herds other than his own. As in Canada.~111 
cheese prior to that date had been made on 
individual farms. 

An interesting story is attached to the origin 
of the enterprise Like moat of hia neighbors, 
Jes.se Williams was making cheese from milk 
of hi* own herd and was known locally for the 
fine cheese he produced. When his son mar¬ 
ried and started fanning on hla own account, 
the father suggested to the cheese buyer that 
he should purchase the son's cheese under the 
same contract as his, the father s. The son. 
however, was somewhat fearful that he would 
not be able to produce as good cheese as hla 
father and thereby ruin hia father s reputation 
as a cheesemaker. 

Early Beginnings 

A T first. Jesse Williams planned to go to 
hla son’s farm every day and help him in 
his cheese making, but eventually It was de¬ 
cided for the son to take the milk to his 
father's farm every day and the milk from both 
farm* simultaneously converted Into cheese. 
Other neighbors asked to be allowed to send 
their milk, so In ltSl the first cheese factory 
was built, capable of dealing with the milk of 
the neighborhood. 

In Canada. In the Province of Quebec, the 
first record of a cheese factory Is dated 1M4, 
and from that tipie both In Ontario and Que¬ 
bec the development of the Industry was rapid. 
By 1901 there were 2.947 cheese factories In 
Canada. 555 of which made both butter and 
cheese. 1.223 of the factories operating In Que¬ 
bec province and 1347 in Ontario Although 
production figures are not available for the 
years Immediately succeeding 1900. the record 
of cheese exports for the year ended June 20. 
1904. aa reported by the Dairy Branch. Do¬ 
minion Department of Agriculture, shows that 
233.980 716 pounds of cheese were exported, 
which Is taken to Indicate that the production 
of cheese in 1903 was the largest In the history 
of the industry. Since then there has been a 
decline both In the number of factories and 
production.

Annuals are way out and above the other 
flowers for this purpose For brilliancy ’bf 
color, variety, ease of culture and certainty, 
they are unrivalled. Besides this, they have a 
season, beginning on July 1. which lasts until 
the frosts Their use applies to every garden.

Wide Choice of Varieties 

T HERE are so many good varieties It la dif¬ 
ficult to form a list, but here are a few 
sure-fire growers Sweet alyaaum and agera- 
turn at edging plants, calendifiaa. exchoUxiaa 
or California popples, marigolds, nasturtiums, 
annual gaiUardia*. petunias, scabloaax. if seeds 
are kept picked, salvias, ten weeks' stock, ver¬ 
benas and xlnnias.

Keeping Cows Properly 
Clean Helps in Clean 
Milk Production 

I N producing milk of "clean” standard, which 
keeps well, there Is no doubt that half the 
battle Ilea tn cleaning the cows properly. It 
means a considerable amount of work In 
grooming and washing, especially at this Ume 
af the year. 

Borne cleaning needs to be given before the 
morning milking, though time then la short, 
aa feeding has to be done and the milk got 
off early. Probably the best plan tn the 
morning Is to limit the grooming to the milk¬ 
ing side, the underside and the udder of each 
cow—te., the areaa from which dirt might fall 
directly Into the-palL 

A more general cleaning can be given In the 
afternoon, when extra time Is available. For 
the morning treatment, a dry brushing may 
often suffice. But If the cows get very dirty, 
some washing will be necessary, after which 
It is. Important to clear the hide of surplus 
water before milking. 

At the afternoon grooming, special atten¬ 
tion should be given to the offside, the hocks 
the tall--untouched In the morning The un¬ 
derside of the tall must be cleansed, or the 
rump will never be dean. Unless, too, the 
borks are cleaned, they will soil the tall switch.

It is beat during the 
early and coaler weather, but U to also ex¬ 
cellent during the warmer season, when it will 
pull through the higher temperatures with 
am axing freshness. 

All the lettuces like a rich deep loam soil, 
with adequate moisture. Plant Uiem in rows 
a foot to eighteen Inches apart, with six to 
twelve Inches between the plants of the cos, 
aitd three to five inches between the leaf 
varieties. 

In the case of head let t use. more time and 
effort must be spent It Is first necessary to 
plant the seed In a box tn the house a month 
before netting the seedling* out In the garden. 
Cool weather and fast growth Is the secret 
of success with this delicious type, and when 
too much sun catches them, they are likely to 
run up to seed instead of heading Keep the 
•oil moist, and do not plant in a location that 
. gets the full sun all day. Cultivate well so aa to 
have a dust mulch present at all Urns*., and 
give a little fertiliser about the time the heads 
begin to form.

I T would be interesting to know how many 
beekeepers have been able yet to make * 
thorough examination of their bees, cer¬ 
tainly not many. It looks aa though that much 
looked forward to business of "Spring clean¬ 
ing" the hive* will not be enjoyed until May 
this year, and a Joy t\ really is to the bee 
lover Until that takes plaqe we scarcely know 
the result of the long Winter on the condition 
of colonies aa a whole. 

If ample stores were left, there need be no 
anxiety, but those who were leu generous will 
once again regret they "Juat thought it would 
be enough.” Bo far in most part*, rain, wind 
or cold have prevented the bees deriving full 
benefit from the maRle— that good old stand¬ 
by In tha Spring Alders seemed to yield much 
honey this year as well as pollen, but again 
the rain interfered. Now the fruit bloom Is 
coming on, we can only hope old Sol will come 
and stay awhile for the sake of the trees aa 
well as the bets 

So many would-be beekeepers have a mis¬ 
taken Idea that they mast own a large garden 
or fields of clover to make beekeeping success¬ 
ful An ordinary garden, although naturally 
a help, does not, make any difference to the 
honey crop whatever. An orchard, on the 
other hand, is a big asset and populous and 
prosperous ooionies will be built up on this 
ak>n*. not to mention doubling the fruit crop. 

It la the general custom now In Wenatchee 
and other fruit district* in the States to hire 
one or two oolonlAs of bees to each acre of 
fruit during blossom time. The hives placed 
among the tree* enable the bees to take every 
advantage of fine spells, whereas if they had 
any distance to travel It could not be done. 
The fruit growers have only realised within 
the last few years that having bees In the or¬ 
chards during bloom positively either make or 
mar the crop. Bo the grower and the bee¬ 
keeper both benefit. The latter gets from CS 
to 510 a colony for the loan of hla bee* aa well 
as enabling them to build up first class col¬ 
onies in time for the main honey flow, and the 
g ro w er doubles hla fruit crop of fruit If we 
pause to think for a minute we must realise 
what wonderful provision Ood has made for 
us Hundreds, nay thousands, of bees sipping 
nectar from a fruit tree, packing it to their 
hives and storing it there In the form of 
honey. Instead of depriving the tree, it actu¬ 
ally makes It twice as fruitful. 

Variety of Sources 

I T la an accepted fact in beekeeping that 
there la a dearth of nectar producing 
plants between fruit bloom and clover. Not so 
on Vancouver Island. One la often asked: 
"What can the bees find In the wood*?" The 
majority of people would be most surprised If 
they knew the variety of valuable sources in 


A common fault tn growing geraniums la to 
give them too much food and water. They 
mueh-wsare freely when grown to itDei 
poor aoU and can be fed altar the flower buds 
are visible Nip out the ends of all strong 
•hoots at the fourth leaf, also take out the Ups 
of any shoots which are showing flower trusses 
at the same Joint from which the truss appears. 
Keep the set 1 on the dry side rather than vet. 
and give one watering with superphosphate of 
lime, one ounce per gallon of water, to help har¬ 
den the soft wood. 


Nepeta Needs Frequent 
Division of Clumps 

W HEN they get Into their third season. 

deterioration begins to set In with 
nepeta clumps The lovely blue of the blooms 
becomes pale, washed-out and the flower* fall 
wholesale To keep nepeta In the finest pos¬ 
sible condition It la necessary to lift, divide 
and replant the dumps every second season 
Don't lift the plants from dry aoil Moisten 
it the day before. If necessary, so that the 
roots can be got out without tearing them. 
Make a one foot deep nick six inches out from 
each main stem, or six Inches on all side* of 
a clump, then lift with a fork. 

The brownish-black roots are very wiry, and 
soil can be shaken from them freely without 
fear of Injury. At the top of the roots are 
crowns now to be seen breaking Into new 
growth 

The remains of last year's stems provide a 
useful dividing guide. There are two or 
three young growths at the base of each stem 
Four or six of these with each division will 
give you splendid plants. 

To separate them, hold the plant steady 
with one hand, take hold of two of the old 
stem bases with the other and pull carefully. 

Every old plant has a quote of use 1cm roots. 
Turn the divisions upside-down and cut away 
those very brown root* without fibres -which 
will be seen. 

Replant tn good, well-drained soil For 
planting snugly, made a hole one foot deep 
and one foot square at the top. Mix with the 
soil in the the bottom a seven-inch potful of 
littery manure. 

Drift planting la very attractive with nepeta. 
For this purpose set the divisions nine Inches 
apart. 


Eliminate the Causes of 
Dog's Dullness

color. with a fairly good appetite and no ob¬ 
vious signs that anything is amiss with hla 
health.- he Is Just spiritless bored, indifferent.- 
iMVt * . 

Such a condition certainly is not natural In 
any dog The puppy that la not keen and 
lively, playful and mischievous, u not a really 
healthy puppy, and the same applies, though, 
of course, to a leaser degree, with the older 
dog 

In the vast majority of cases it Is found to 
be wserely a question of feeding, for so many 
dogs are given too much starchy, bulky food 
—such as scraps and biscuit* or bread, all 
soaked Into an appetizing, stodgy mea* with 
too-rich gravy. 

The first thing. therefore, h to regulate the 
diet tn accordance with the particular needs 
of the bread and the age of the dog. • 
Uauafiy 1(21 case of giving more meat and 
lasa biscuit, and giving the biscuit dn. 

Constipation, also, will wreck a dog’s spirit* 
Though right feeding will do much to correct 
this, conditioning powders or a little regular 
laxative medicine such as m edicinal paraffin, 
will probably be required 
Then there is the question of exercise, with¬ 
out which no dog can keep fit An adequate 
daily walk te essential

And last but by no mean, least comes that 
remarkable plant the willow herb, or flre- 
weed. more commonly called. This makes tt* 
appearance on burnt-over land When a forest 
Are ha* swept over a district, leaving a waste 
of blackened tree trunk* and ttumpa. It la a 
heart-rending and hopeless sight for a year 
or more, and then by the same wonderful 
provision of Nature the whole area I* clothed 
with one of the most prolific source, of honey 
which-we have. And curiously enough out of 
whsi was once a blackened desolation we 
eventually gather the whitest and pureat of 
honey.. 

No one quite knows why the flrewred romee 
or where It comes from, but It has been con¬ 
jectured '♦hat the aeeds lying. letent In the 
ground are only made fertile by the action of 
the fire, tt Is one of the most prolific sources 
of honey and many beekeepers who have bees 
In a clover area get e good crop from that and 
then carry their hivea lo the fire weed district*, 
where they gel a second crop. The flrewred 
honey alone la water white end has not much 
flavor, but combined with clover It gains both 
ooior. taste and flavor. It Is difficult to get a 
pure honey of one flavor on the Island, but 
the combination of several sources fortunate¬ 
ly improves It Immenselv and gives Hun In¬ 
tangible "bouquet" for which the Island honey 
la famous. 

Variations in Product ‘ 

O NK often heart the remark about “wild" 
honey being so superior to "tame" honey. 
But, of course, there can be no possible differ¬ 
ence If both are from the same district: there 
are exactly the same sources lo be tapped, and 
a wild colony of bees ha. no special recipe or 
honey over the looked-after bare The only 
difference there could possibly be Is Ihel the 
wild honey may be older than that taken away 
each season and two or three yeare' ttavora 
. combined. 

There Is no doubt whatever that each year 
the honey yartes. and this can readily be 
accounted for Some years, like this Spring, 
maple cannot be worked on owing lo unsuit¬ 
able weather, other years the wild trees bloom 
In unfavorable weather, and sometimes the 
flrewred yields little or no nectar If there Is too 
much rain So It la easily understood that ona 
flavor of on* kind la omitted each year When 
that phenomenon occurs to which beekeepers 
always look forward with such optimism, a 
perfect 8prlng and a perfect Summer. Uien 
we shall get the perfect honey composed of 
every honey plant we posse*.

O lad loll are sun lovers They like perfect 
drainage. You get weak leaf sheaths and 
small, poorly-colored blooms in damp ground, 
because the root* can't spread far enough to do 
anything better. 

There must be a reasonable depth of good 
aotl, a* gladioli like to plunge, carrying their 
feeding root* away from the hot sun In 
am*i garden* there*** c on di tio n, of tfrtstwm 
Vhlch you should choone lor your gladioli 
They look perfectly delightful fo separate 
bed* or in all-gladioli borders made up of 
artistic panel* of harmonising ooior. Clumps * 
of them are also very appealing in a mixed 
border, aa they introduce an -original type of 
beauty while the later kinds bloom when the 
general border display la weakening.

Plant with a trowel, making each hole deep 
enough to enable you to bury the crown or top 
of each bulb three to five Inches .and to allow 
for plating beneath each a quarter-inch layer 
of sand as a safeguard against early rooting, 
troubles. 

If your ground is heavy. enca*e each bulk 
in sand. F1U up gradually and carefully with 
very fine soil Sift the filling in stuff throueft 
a fin? sieve If it won t pulverise 

The planting distance for both large-flow¬ 
ered and primullnus kinds is nine Inches. Bet 
the bulbs alternately. 

Just' one word with regard to rose t£d plant¬ 
ing. The soil la already rich, and if you* 
loosen it. your gladioli will be happy. 

The leaf sheaths are fairly assertive, but 
they cannot always get through cleanly. The 
growing point becomes interlocked with aoU 
particles, and you get a curvature that may 
result in broken or strained back. Aa the 
•pike starts moving at the same time, the con¬ 
sequence* may be late* to the 4teplay. 

Watch, therefore, and rereaae with your 
finger point any ahoota that would come 
through, but find something preventing them.
